Washington, Dec. 8.—In his message 


to congress, read to the two houses, 
the president said: 


The financial standing of the nation 


at the present time is excellent, and 
the financial management of the na- 
tion's interests by the government dur- 
ing the last seven years has shown the 
most satisfactory 
results. 
But our 


currency system is imperfect, and it 
is earnestly to be hoped that the cur- 
rency commission will be able to pro- 
pose a thoroughly good system which 
will do away -with the existing defects. 


During the period from July 1, 1001, 


to Sept. 30, 1908, there has been a net 
surplus of nearly one hundred millions 
of receipts over expenditures, a reduc- 
tion of the interest bearing debt by 
ninety millions, in spite of the extraor- 
dinary expense of the Panama canal 
and a saving of nearly nine millions, 
on the annual interest charge. This is 
an exceedingly satisfactory showing. 
There has been a reduction of taxa- 
tion.

The proposal to make the national 


gro\ eminent supremo over, and there- 
fore to tflve it complete control over, 
the railroads and oilier instruments of 
interstate commerce is merely a pro- 
posal to carry out to the letter one of 
the prime purposes, if not the prime 
purpose, for which the oonstitutiju 
was founded. 
It does not represent 


centralization. 


I believe that the more farsighted 


corporations are themselves coming to 
recognize the unwisdom of the violent 
hostility they have displayed during 
the last few years to regulation and 
control by the national government of 
combinations engaged in interstate busi- 
ness. 


Labor. 


There are many matters affecting la- 


bor and the status of the wageworker 
to which I should like to draw your 
attention. As far as possible I hope 
to see a frank recognition of the ad- 
vantages conferred by machinery, or- 
ganization and division of labor, ac- 
companied by an effort to bring about 
a larger share in the ownership by 
wageworker of railway, mill and fac- 
tory. In farming this simply means 
that we wish to see the farmer own his 
own land. We do not vrish to see the 
farms so large that they become the 
property of absentee landlords who 
farm them by tenants nor yet so small 
that the farmer becomes like a Euro- 
pean peasant. 


The depositors in our savings banks 


now number over one-tenth of oar en- 
tire population. These are all capital- 
ists who through the savings banks 
loan their money to the workers—that j 
is, in many cases to themselves—to ] 
carry 
on their various industries, j 


Postal savings banks will make it easy j 
for the poorest to keep their savings 
in absolute safety. The regulation of 
the national highways must be such 
:hat they shall serve all people •with 
equal justice. Corporate finances must 
be supervised so as to make it far 
safer than at present for the man of 
small means to invest his money in 
stocks. There must be prohibition of 
;hild labor, diminution of woman la- j 
bor, shortening of hours of all me- 
chanical labor. Stock -watering should 
be prohibited, and stock gambling, so 
far as is possible, discouraged. There 
should be a progressive inheritance 


on large fortunes. Industrial edu- 


cation should be encouraged. 


Protection For Wageworkers. 


There is one matter with which the 


congress should deal at this session. 
There should no longer be any palter- 
ing with the question of taking care 
of the wageworkers who, under our 
present industrial system, become kill- 
ed, crippled or worn out as part of the 
regular incidents of a given business. 
The object sought for could be achiev- 
ed to a measurable degree, as far as 
:hose billed or crippled are concerned, 
jy proper employers' liability laws. 
As far as concerns those who have 
:>een worn out, I call your attention to 
the fact that definite steps toward pro- 
viding old age pensions have been 
:aken in many of our private Indus- 
Ties. 


Pending a thoroughgoing investiga- 


;ion and action there is certain legis- 
.ation "which should be enacted at 
once. The law passed at the last ses- 
sion of the congress granting com- 
pensation to certain classes of em- 
jloyees of the government should be 
extended to include all employees of 
the government and should be made 
more liberal in its terms. In this re- 
spect the generosity of the United 
States toward its employees compares 
most unfavorably with that of every 
country In Europe—even the poorest. 


The terms of the act are also a 


jardship in prohibiting payment In 
cases where the accident is in any 
way due to the negligence of the em- 
ployee. It Is Inevitable that daily fa- 
miliarity with danger \vill lead men to 
take chances that can be construed 
into negligence. 


I renew my recommendation made 


in a previous message that half holi- 
days be granted daring the summer to 
all wageworkers in government em- 
ploy. 


I also renew my recommendation 


that the principle of the eight hour 
day should as rapidly and as far as 
practicable be extended to the entire 
work being carried on by the govern- 
ment 


The Courts. 


I most earnestly urge npon the con- 


gress the doty of increasing the totally 
Inadequate salaries now given to our 
judges. 
On the whole, there Is no 


body of public servafits -who do aa 
valuable work nor •whose moneyed 
reward is so inadequate compared to 
their work. 
Beginning with the su- 


preme rourt, the Judges should have 
thejr salaries doubled.

At the Inst election certain leaders 


of organized labor uiuile a ^k>le[lt and 
sweeping attack upon the entire ju- 
diciary of the country, an attack 
(inched In such terms us U> inHiule 
the most upright, honest ami bread 
minded judges no less th.m those of 
narrower mind and more restricted 
outlook. 
Lnst year before the house 


committee on the judiciary these same 
labor leaders formulated 
their de- 


mands, specifying the bill that con- 
tained them, refusing Jill compromise, 
stating ' they wished the principle of 
that bill or nothing. They insisted on 
n provision that In a labor dispute no 
Injunction should issue except to pro- 
tect a property right :uid specifically 
provided that the ri-.clit to carry on 
business should not be construed as a 
property right, and in a second pro- 
vision their bill made legal in a labor 
dispute any act or agreement by or 
between two or more persons that 
would not have been unlawful if d'.mu 
by a single person, lu other words, 
this bill legalized blacklisting and boy- 
cotting in every form. 
The demand 


was made that there should be trial 
by jury in contempt uses, thereby 
most seriously impairing ihe authority 
of the courts. All this represented a 
course of policy which, if carried out, 
would mean the'enthrouement of class 
privilege in its crudest and most 
brutal form and the destruction of 
one of the most essential functions of 
the judiciary in all civilized lauds. 


The wageworkers, the workiugmen, 


the laboring men of the country, by the 
way in which thfer repudiated the ef- 
fort to get them to cast their votes in 
response to an appeal to class hatred 
have emphasized their sound patriotism 
and Americanism. 


Courts Imperiled by Judges. 


But the extreme reactionaries, the 


persons who blind themselves to the 
wrongs now and then committed by 
the courts on laboring men, should 
also think seriously as to -what such a 
movement as 
this 
portends. The 


courts are jeoparded primarily by the 
action 
of these federal and state 


judges who sbo-w inability or unwill- 
ingness to put a stop to the wrong- 
doing of very rich men under modern 
industrial conditions. 


There are certain decisions by va- 


rious courts which have been exceed- 
ingly detrimental to the rights of 
wageworkers. This is true of all the 
decisions that decide that men and 
women are by the constitution ''guar- 
anteed their liberty'' to contract to 
enter a dangerous occupation, or to 
work an undesirable or Improper num- 
ber of hours, or to Tvori: in unuealthy 
surroundings, and therefore cannot re- 
cover damages when maimed in that 
occupation and cannot be forbidden 
to work -what the legislature decides is 
an excessive number of hours, or to 
carry on the work under conditions 
which the legislature decides to be un- 
healthy. 


There is also, I think, ground for 


the belief that substantial injustice is 
often suffered by employees in conse- 
quence of the custom of courts issu- 
ing temporary injunctions without no- 
tice to them and punishing them for 
contempt of court ia instances where, 
as a matter of fact, they have no 
knowledge of any proceedings. Pro- 
vision should be made that no injunc- 
tion or temporary restraining order 
issue otherwise than on notice, except 
•where irreparable injury would other- 
wise result, and in such case a hear- 
ing on the merits of the order should 
be had within a short fixed period, 
and if not then continued after hear- 
ing it should forthwith lapse. Deci- 
sions should be rendered immediately 
and the chance of delay minimized in 
every -way. 


The courts are to be highly com- 


mended and stanchly upheld when 
they set their faces against wrong- 
doing or tyranny by a majority, "but 
they are to be blamed when they 
fail to recognize under a government 
like ours the deliberate judgment of 
the majority as to a matter of legiti- 
mate policy when duly expressed by 
the legislature. 
The people should 


not be permitted to pardon evil and 
slipshod legislation on the theory that 
the court will set it right. They should 
be taught that the right way to get rid 
of a bad law is to have the legislature 
repeal it and not to have the courts by 
ingenious hair splitting nullify it. 


People Themselves to Blame, 


For many of the shortcomings of 


justice in our country our people as a 
whole are themselves to blame. nn«! the 
Judges and juries merely bear their 
ehnre together with the public as a 
whole. 
It is discreditable to us as a 


people that there should be difficulty 
Jn convicting murderers or 5n bringing 
to justice meu who as public servants 
bave been guilty of corruption or who 
have profited by the corruption of pub- 
lic servants. 


The huge wealth that ha<; been ac- 


cumulated by a few individuals of re- 
cent years, in what has amounted to 
a social and industrial revolution, bns 
been as regards some of the^c individ- 
uals made possible only b? ' 
improp- 


cr use of the mo'lern corporation. Cor- 
poration? are n^ces^ry instruments of 
modern liusJnpss. They have !w»cn per- 
mitted t" bf-conje a menace largely be- 
cause the governmental representatives 
of the 3»eoj)"e hnvf worked "slowly in 
providing for ad^juate control o'icr 
them.

The courts hold a place of peculi.ir 


and deserved sanctity under our form 
of government. Respect for the law i» 
essential to the permanence of our in- 
stitutions, and respect for the law la 
largely conditioned upon respect for 
the courts. But we must face the fnct 
that there are wise and unwise judges, 
Just as there are wise and unwise ex- 
ecutives aud legislators. 
When n 


president or governor behaves improp- 
erly or unwisely the remedy is easy, 
for his term Is short. The sumo is 
true with the legislator, although not 
to the same degree. 
With a judge 


who, 
being human, Is also likely to 


err. hut whose tenure is for life, there 
Is no similar way of holding him to 
responsibility. Under ordinary condi- 
tions the only forms of pressure to 
which he ia in any w.ay amenable ara 
public opinion and the action of his 
fellow judges. It is the last which is 
most immediately effective and to 
which we should look for the reform 
of abuses. 


Pure Foots. 


The pure food legislation has already 


worked a benefit diflieult to overesti- 
mate. 


Secret Service. 


Last year an amendment was incor- 


porated in the measure providing for 
the secret service which provided that 
there should be no detail from the se- 
cret service aud no transfer therefrom. 
It is not too much to say that this 
amendment has been of benefit only, 
and could be of benefit only, to the 
criminal classes. 
The amendment in 


question was of benefit to no one ex- 
cepting to criminals, and it seriously 
hampers the government in the detec- 
tion of crime a#d the securing of jus- 
tice. It prevents the promotion of em- 
oloyees in the secret service, and this 
further discourages good effort. In its 
present form the restriction operates 
only to the advantage of the criminal, 
nf the wrongdoer. 


The chief argument iu favor of the 


provision was that the congressmen 
did not themselves wish to be investi- 
gated by secret service men. Very lit- 
tle of such investigation has been done 
hi the past, but it is true that the work 
of the secret service agents was partly 
responsible for the indictment and con- 
viction of a senator and a congressman 
for land frauds in Oregon. I do not 
believe that it is in the public interest 
to protect criminals in any branch ot 
the public service, and exactly as we 
have again and again during the past 
seven years prosecuted and convicted 
such criminals who were in the execu- 
tive branch of the government so In 
'm'y belief we should be given ample 
means to prosecute them if found in 
the legislative branch. 
But if tnis is 


not considered desirable a special ex- 
ception could be made in the law pro- 
hibiting the use of the secret service 
force in investigating members of the 
congress. It would be far better to do 
this than to do wbat actually was done 
and strive to prevent or at least to 
hamper effective action against crim- 
inals by the executive branch of the 
government. 


Postal Savings Banks. 


I again renew my recommendation 


for postal savings banks, for deposit- 
ing savings with the security of the 
government behind them. The object 
is to encourage thrift aud ecomywy in 
the wage earner and person of mod- 
erate means. It is believed that in the 
aggregate vast sums of money would 
he brought into circulation through 
the instrumentality of the postal sav- 
ings banks. Postal savings banks are 
now in operation in practically all the 
great civilized countries with the ex- 
ception of the United States. 


Parcel Post. 


In my last annual message I com- 


mended the postmaster general's rec- 
ommendation for an extension of the 
parcel post on the rural routes. The 
establishment of a local parcel post 
on rural routes would be to the mu- 
tual benefit of the farmer and the 
country storekeeper, and it is desirable 
that the routes, serving more than 15,- 
000.000 people, should be utilized to the 
fullest practicable extent 


Education. 


The share that the national govern- 


ment should take in the broad work of 
education has not received the atten- 
tion and the care it rightly deserves. 


I earnestly recommend that this un- 


fortunate state of affairs as regards 
the national educational office be rem- 
edied by adequate appropriations. 


Census. 


I strongly urge that the request of 


the director of the census in connec- 
tion with the decennial work so soon 
to be begun be complied with and tbat 
the appointments to the census force 
be placed under the civil service law, 
waiving the geographical requirements 
as requested by the director of the 
census. The supervisors and enumer- 
ators should not be appointed under 
the civil service law for the reasons 
gircn by the director. 


Public Health. 


The dangers to public health from 


food adulteration and from many oth- 
er sources, such as the menace to the 
physical, mental and moral develop- 
ment of children from child labor, 
should be met and overcome. This na- 
tion cannot afford to lag behind In the 
worldwide battle now belnjj waged 
by all civilized people with the micro- 
scopic foes of mankind. The first leg- 
islative step to be taken 3s that for the 
concealtration of the proper bureaus 
into one of the existing departments. 


Statehood. 


I advocate the immediate admission 


of Xow Mexico and Arizona as states. 
This should be done at the present ses- 
sion of the congress. The people of 
the two territories have made It evi- 
dent l>y their votes that they will not

tion of the congress. No other section 
of the world has shown a greater pro- 
portionate development of its foreign 
trade during the last ten years, and 
none other has more special claims on 
the Interest of the United States. 


Panama Canal. 


The work on the Panama canal is be- 


ing done with a speed, efficiency and 
entire devotion to duty which make it 
a model for all work of the kind. Xo 
task of such magnitude has ever before 
been undertaken by any nation, and no 
task of the kind has ever been better 
performed. 
The men on the isthmus. 


from Colonel Goethals and his fellow 
commissioners through the entire list 
of employees who arc faithfully doing 
their duty, have won their right to the 
ungrudging respect and gratitude of 
the American people. 


Ocean Mail Lines. 


, I again recommend the extension of 
the ocean mail act of 1SU1 so that sat- 
isfactory American ocean mail lines to 
South America, Asia, the Philippines 
and Australasia may be established. 
The creation of such steamship lines 
should be the natural corollary of the 
voyage of the battle fleet. It should 
precede the opening of the Panama 
canal. 


The Philippines. 


Real progress toward self govern- 


ment is being made in the Philippine 
Islands. The gathering of a Philippine 
legislative body and Philippine assem- 
bly marks a process absolutely new in 
Asia, not only as regards Asiatic colo- 
nies of European powers, bat as re- 
gards Asiatic possessions of other Asi- 
atic powers, and indeed, always ex- 
cepting the striking and wonderful ex- 
ample afforded by the great empire of 
Japan, it opens an entirely new de- 
parture when compared with anything 
which has happened among Asiatic 
powers which are their own masters. 
We have given the Filipinos constitu- 
tional government, a government based 
upon justice, and we have shown that 
we have governed thorn for their good 
and not for our aggrandizement 


At the present time, as during the 


past ten years, the inexorable logic of 
facts shows that this government 
mast be supplied by us and not by 
them. 
"We must be wise and gener.- 


ous. We must help the Filipinos to 
master the difficult art of self con- 
trol, which is simply another name for 
self government But we cannot give 
them self government save in the 
sense of governing tbem so Ibat grad- 
ually they may, if Uiey are able, learu 
to govern themselves. 
Xo one can 


prophesy the exact date wben it -win 
be wise to consider independence as 
a fixed and definite policy.

with the army as a part of the national 
forces it behooves the government to 
do every reasonable thing in its pow- 
er to perfect its efficiency. 


A bill is now pending before the 


congress creating a number of extra 
officers in the army, which, if passed, 
as it ought to be, will enable more of- 
ficers to be trained as instructors of 
national guard and assigned to that 
duty. 


There should be legislation to pro- 


vide a complete plan for organiz- 
ing the ,great body of volunteers be- 
hind the regular army and national 
guard when war has come. While 
teams representing the United States 
won the rifle and revolver "hampibn- 
shlps of the world against all comers 
in England this year, it Is unfortunate- 
ly true1 that the great body of our citi- 
zens shoot less and less as time goes 
on. 


To meet this we should encourage 


rifle practice among schoolboys and 
indeed among all classes, as well as 
In the military services, by every 
means in our power. 


The Navy. 


I approve the recommendations of 


the general board for the increase of 
the navy, calling especial attention to 
the need of additional destroyers and 
colliers and, above all, of the four bat- 
tleships. It is desirable to complete 
as soon as possible a squadron of eight 
battleships of the best existing type. 
The North Dakota, Delaware, Florida 
and Utah will form the first division 
of this squadron. 


I most earnestly recommend that the 


general board be by law turned into 
a general staff. The** is literally no 
excuse whatever for continuing the 
present bureau organization of the 
navy. The navy should be treated as 
a purely military organization, and 
everything should be subordinated to 
the one object of securing military 
efficiency. A system "b'f promotion by 
merit either by selection or by ex- 
clusion or by both processes, should be 
Introduced. 


Nothing better for the navy from 


every standpoint has ever occurred 
than the cruise of the battle fleet 
around the world. The improvement 
of the ships in every way has been ex- 
traordinary, and they have gained far 
more experience in battle tactics than 
they would have gained if they had 
stayed In the Atlantic waters. I do 
not believe that there is any other 
service In the world In which the 
average of character and efficiency in 
:he enlisted men Is as high as is now 
the case In our own. I believe that the 
same statement can be made as to our 
officers, taken as a whole, but there 
must be a reservation made in regard 
:o those In the highest ranks and In 
regard to those who have just entered 
:be service, because we do not now i 
get full benefit from our excellent!
